ing Paragraph 

“To come at length to the Point; I am fully convinced 
“that I can do his Majesty very great Service in the Crick 
“Nation. But find, as the Prospect is before me, and criti- 
“cal the Juncture, my Success depends in a Manner intirely 
“on the Behaviour of our Traders. So long as they con- 
“ceive that I cannot take away a Licence to trade (which 
“Point I know they have taken Pains in Order to be satis- 
“fied about, as well as what will be the Consequence if 
“either of the Governours differ in Opinion with me in 
“Case I shall represent any Thing against either of them) 
“and that neither my Recommendation or Approbation 
“is necessary to their obtaining a Governour’s Licence nor 
“even a Reference of doubtfull or disputed Points made 
“to me being upon the Spot; that is that they are truly 
“independent of me; it cannot be imagined that they will 
“pay the least Regard to any Orders of mine that do not 
“square exactly with their own private Interest; And I 
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“shall think I dishonour the King and prejudice his Serv- 
“ce if I go into the Indian Towns and make the Indians 
“Witnesses thereto. Wherefore travelling gently I pur- 
‘pose at present to halt at Ockmulgey or at furthest at 
“Flint River untill I hear from you and from Governour 
“Lyttelton to whom I have wrote on the same Subject. 
“If there be any real Defect in the Power and Authority 
“of my Commission or any Ambiguity or Doubt about it, 
“so far as concerns the Traders such Defect ought un- 
“doubtedly to be supplied and all doubt removed by such 
“Authority as they do pretend to regard only because they 
“know they can be punished thereby by the recalling their 
“Licences and not granting others. Whatever different 
“Tdeas there may be of the Extent of my Authority, it can 
“be effectually supported on this Occasion by the Govern- 
“our and Council of South Carolina and by the Govern- 
“our alone of Georgia according to their own provincial 
“Laws. And I cannot suppose them unwilling to see 
“me exercise as much Power for his Majesty’s general 
“Service as provincial Agents have been allowed to do 
“for their respective Provinces. The Distance is too 
“great and the Urgency of Affairs will not admit of my 
“sending Complaints and receiving Answers in every par- 
“ticular Case. Nothing in my Opinion will answer the 
“End proposed but a Declaration under Hand from each 
“Governour that any Act of mine as to the suspending or 
“vacating any Licence shall have their Confirmation. If 
“Peter Randon and those fitted out by Lachlan M°Gilli- 
“vray and John Pettycrow have done as is commonly be- 
“lieved, and by whose Example most others have been 
“animated since, insomuch as I gave them all the fairest 
“Warning of my determined Resolution not to forgive 
“any Offender, and have openly repealed the same since, 
“declaring to others that any such should be punished; if 
“T cannot make my Words good in the first Instances I 
“must be set at naught and destroyed myself, Wherefore 
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“I rely on being supported. Your Regard and Zeal for 
“public Service is so well known to me from my personal 
“Observations and Acquaintance though short, that it is 
“impossible for me to doubt of your giving me all the Aid 
“and Support that I have reason to expect and is in your 
“Power to give.” 


His Excellency observed to the Gentlemen that the 
Contents of the Agent’s Letter were of a very singular 
Nature, and the Requests therein made of too much Im- 
portance not to be well weighed and examined prior to 
any Resolution; That for his Part he had maturely con- 
sidered the Matter with himself, and was of Opinion M’ 
Atkin’s Commission was as the Government intended it, 
and however satisfied or dissatisfied M*’ Atkin might be 
with it his Excellency could not think himself at Liberty 
(nor had he any Encouragement from the Agent’s Con- 
duct hitherto) to strengthen his Hands by any new Au- 
thority. However his Excellency desired that the Gentle- 
men of the Council would take the Matter under their 
Consideration, and give him their candid Opinion there- 
on; And also, as the Agent mentions his having wrote to 
Governour Lyttelton on the same Subject, should M* Lyt- 
telton be of a contrary Opinion, and iudge it for his Maj- 
esty’s Service to extend M’ Atkin’s Power in Respect of 
the Matters mentioned in his Letter, whether, notwith- 
standing his Excellency’s present Sentiments, his co-oper- 
ating with M’ Lyttelton might not be Necessary. 


His Excellen- 
ey’s Observa- 
tions thereon 


The Board accordingly, having taken the Contents of 

The Council's. the Agent’s Letter under their serious Consideration, ac- 
said Letter— Quainted his Excellency that they were intirely of Opin- 
ion with him that the Agent’s Authority should not be en- 

larged by any new power from hence; That the Defects 

of the Agent’s Commission (as surmised by him) if any, 

they apprehended could not be rectified here; That the 


Agent’s demanding a Declaration under the Hands of his 
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Excellency and Governour Lyttelton that they will con- 
firm whatever he shall think fit to do touching the Traders 
Licences, appear to the Board, assuming, premature, and 
extremely suspicious; Inasmuch as his Excellency had 
observed, and which they likewise were no Strangers to, 
that the Accounts hitherto received of the Agent’s Pro- 
ceedings conveyed no Advantageous Idea of them, nor 
gave any Encouragement to think they tended to promote 
his Majesty’s Service. That in Regard to the Agent’s 
having wrote to Governour Lyttelton on the same Sub- 
ject; as doubtless his Excellency would be made acquaint- 
ed with M" Lyttelton’s Sentiments on that Head from 
himself so his Excellency would then be the proper Judge 
how far his Co-operation with Governour Lyttelton 
(should he think fit to extend M* Atkin’s Authority) 
might advance his Majesty’s Service and therefore that 
Part was referred to his Excellency, as a prudential Con- 
sideration respecting a Power vested solely in himself—

Our 
Hearts are very sorry to understand by our Sister (mean- 
ing M™ Bosomworth) that there have been many lying 
Talks given out concerning Us, and that we have been 
accused, particularly my Nephew, with entring into a 
Confederacy with the Cherokees to break out War with 
our Brothers the English; We hoped that the constant 
and uniform Friendship our Nation had shown to the 
English even before we were born, and ever since would 
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have sufficiently secured Us from any Suspition of that 
Kind: Our Fore-fathers have told Us that they fought 
for their Brothers the English against the Tuscarora In- 
dians because they spilt the Blood of the white People of 
Carolina.—That they also joined the white People of 
Carolina and fought against the Spaniards and Appala- 
chee Indians who were thereby entirely destroyed—Our 
Wise old Men have always told Us never to throw away, 
or break our Friendship with the English; that if we did 
we certainly should be a miserable People—And though 
we are poor ignorant Indians and have not the Under- 
standing of White People, yet we are not so blind as not 
to distinguish the superiour Happiness of our present 
Situation in Comparison with that of the French Indians 
whom we frequently see almost without a Flap to cover 
their Nakedness, or Blanket to keep them warm; And 
this must needs be our Case were we not supplied with 
Necessaries by our Brothers the English—It is indeed 
true the Cherokees have strongly sollicited Us to join and 
break out War with the English under Pretence that the 
English wanted to take away their Lands and make 
them Slaves; and we know the Cherokees have killed a 
good many white People: but our People did not heed 
the Talk, nor ever would consent, nor has a Man of our 
Nation ever been concerned with the Cherokees.—The 
French have also given Us many bad Talks against the 
English, and there have been some Uneasinesses and 
Discontents amongst Us which we hope your Excellency 
will remove, and then we shall return to our Nation with 
glad Hearts and a lasting Friendship will be established. 


Governour. My Ears are open to receive every Thing 
you have to say therefore speak freely and conceal noth- 
ing; for as a Sore ill healed will only fester and break 
out afresh, so any Complaints left lurking in your Minds 
may be injurious to you hereafter, by interrupting that 
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Harmony and Friendship I am sollicitous to maintain 
with your Nation; and preventing that Satisfaction I 
am ever desirous to give to all your just Complaints. 


Indian. One great Cause of our Uneasiness was this, 
when the great King’s beloved Man (M* Atkin) came to 
Augusta he sent Word to our Nation that he was coming 
up with a Talk from the great King himself; we waited 
many Months at Home in Expectation of his Arrival, 
whereby we suffered Hardships, not only from the Famine 
that then reigned in our Countrey, but by the Loss of our 
Winter Hunt—Unaffected with our Calamities, he con- 
tinued to loiter in the Woods for a long Time, and stopped 
all the Goods from coming to our Nation as usual, which 
very much alarmed Us; and the French taking Advantage 
of our Apprehensions and Inquietude, gave out bad Talks 
daily; particularly, that an Army of the English was 
coming up to cut us off, which our ypung Men were 
almost inclined to believe, seeing that the Traders and 
Goods did not appear at the Proper Season—When this 
great Man, at length, arrived within a Days March of 
our Nation, he dispatched a ‘Talk expressing his Desire 
that our Head Men should come and meet him; they ac- 
cordingly went and conducted hini with the greatest Re- 
spect and Ceremony to the Cusseta Town, whither he 
chose to go.—Soon after, at a Meeting of many of the 
Heads of our Nation, it was agreed that they should go 
and shake Hands with this great Man, and desire to be 
informed of his Business, which they accordingly did; 
but these Marks of their friendly Intentions and Respect 
were ill received; for when our Brothers appeared before 
him, He abruptly asked them, what they wanted? and 
desired them to go about their Business, concluding that 
when he required their Attendance, they should be sent 
for—My Nephew being much provoked at this con- 
temptuous Reception, was resolved, nevertheless, to have 
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some further Conversation and Acquaintance with him; 
Confers’ accordingly he forced past the Sentry at his Door, and 
entred the House, approached and presented the beloved 
Man his Hand, which he scornfully rejected-—Exasper- 
ated by this galling Affront, my Nephew told him that 
he had shaken Hands with the Governour of Carolina and 
Georgia, and desired to know if he was greater than 
‘Lhey? to which he replied Yes; for though there was a 
Governour of Carolina and also of Georgia who had 
Papers from the great King, yet he (M* Atkin) was above 
them, inasmuch as he was the King’s own Mouth: and 
added that he knew my Nephew was a French Man, and 
all his Town, and therefore he might go and talk with the 
French.—My Nephew told him he was no French Man, 
nor did he intend to go to them; but that he would take 
a Ramble in the Woods to avoid further Uneasiness 
rather than stay in the Nation and be so ill treated.— 
Accordingly he came to Broad River where I was hunt- 
ing, and from thence he went with my Son to the Chero- 
kees after some strayed Horses: Soon after, understand- 
ing from M™ Bosomworth that there were bad Talks 
given out about Us, we came down to Savannah to clear 
our Selves before You.— I have told you our Business 


with the Cherokees, an I can now truely declare we never 
(sic) 


had any ill Design against the English; although we 
were very much incensed with the Usage we received 
from the beloved Man in the Nation; who not only be 
haved to Us in the Manner I have related, but took away 
our Traders; stigmatized Us with the Name of French 
Men; and at the same Time before our Faces gave Pres- 
ents and friendly Talks to the Choctaws, those antient 
Enemies of the English, whom he also supplied with our 
Traders and Goods to accomodate them in their Nation; 
entirely neglecting Us, as though we were no longer of 
any Account, not even acquainting Us with his Intention 
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in visiting our Countrey; nor bestowing the smallest 
Mark of his Bounty out of those Goods which were origi- 
nally designed for Us: And as if these Mortifications 
were not sufficient, he took away the Trade from the Head 
Town to the upper Creeks, where he had never been, and 
told the Mortar, a principal Man of that ‘Town, and a 
great Warriour, to go and get a Trader and supplies from 
the French, which the Mortar was constrained to do.— 
Then, to manifest the Superiority he had boasted, he (M" 
Atkin) took from the Head Indians the War Commis- 
sions that had been given them, particularly by the Gov- 
ernour of Georgia.— Nor did he show more Regard to 
our Head Towns than to particular People; for to avoid 
honouring them with his Presence he purposely turned 
aside and travelled through the Woods: That”’— He 
was going on with his Complaints but an Indian called 
the young Lieutenant, an head Man of the Cussetas in- 
terrupted him, and said, in his own Language, that so 
many Complaints could not be agreeable to the great 
Man’s Fars, as they themselves did not like to hear Com- 
plaints against their own great Men.— whereupon he 
concluded thus; “I have now spoke a long Time and 
“though I could say much more upon this Subject yet I 
“choose to finish with an earnest Request that as this 
“beloved Man has caused much Disturbance in our Na- 
“tion, he may be immediately recalled from thence to 
“prevent further Mischief.” 


His Excellency told them “He was very sorry to hear 
“that the King’s beloved Man in their Nation gave them 
“any Dissatisfaction; that he could only attribute it to 
“his being a Stranger to the Manners. of their Countrey, 
“and the Importance and Merit of the Head Men there :-— 
“That in the mean Time they ought not to be uneasy 
“at his Proceedings for should any of them be improper 
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“the great King would certainly hear it and call him to 
“an Account for them when he went Home.’— 


An Express just then arriving brought an Account of 
the Outrage committed on M* Atkin, but it was not 


thought prudent to mentioned it in Council to the In- 
(sic) 
dians. 


His Excellency further said that he was greatly pleased 
to be informed from their own Mouths that what he had 
heard concerning them was absolutely false, and to find, 
for their own Sakes, that they were so sensible of their 
true Interest as to be determined to persist in an invio- 
lable Friendship and Attachment to the English; at the 
same Time recapitulating the Miseries of the french In- 
dians which they had been Eye witnesses to, and softly 
reminding them that they could not live as their Fore- 
fathers did, that they could not make Guns, that Moun- 
tains of Powder and Mines of Ball were not to be 
found &° &° declaring that it was our sincere Desire to 
live in the strictest Friendship and Union with them: 
And that if they had any Thing more to say he was ready 
to hear them. 


After a short Pause the Indian replied, that as his Ex- 
cellency had desired them to leave nothing on their 
Minds, there was one Grievance more that made their 
Hearts very heavy, and, if redressed, the Clouds would 
all be dispersed, and the Sun would shine in it’s full 
Lustre. Being encouraged to speak freely, the Indian 
begun and was going on with a long Detail of their Fore- 
fathers first meeting with white Men, what past between 
them, the Treaties they had entred into with Carolina, 
with General Oglethorpe & &° But his Excellency wiiling 
to put an End for this Time to the Conference which had 
already been very long, and attended to by a numerous 
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Audience, told them that all those Things were well 

coutime’’ known; that all they could say thereon had been put on 
Paper that it might not be forgotten, and therefore de- 
sired them to proceed as to their Grievance— Where- 
upon the Indian spoke as follows; “We Indians have 
“nothing to depend upon for the Support of ourselves and 
“Families but the Game in the Woods, while the white 
“People have many Ways of obtaining Necessaries; there 
“are a great many Virginia people settled high up in the 
“Countrey, in our hunting Grounds, who have Guns that 
“will kill Deer as far Distant as they can see them; those 
“People live chiefly by Hunting, wandering all over the 
“Woods destroying our Game, which is now become so 
“scarce that we cannot kill sufficient to supply our Neces- 
“sities We therefore request your Excellency to give 
“Orders that those People do remove off from our Hunt- 
“ing Grounds, and that we may have a Paper given Us 
“to show those People that it must be done.”—This the 
Indians strenuously urged. His Excellency told them 
that he would consider of the Matter ’till to Morrow when 
he would see them again and endeavour to remove their 
Complaint.

His Excellency sent for the Twin’s Son Togulki, 
Skimpoiaffe his Uncle, the Lieutenant of the Cowetas, 
and several other principal Creek Indians; who being in- 
troduced, his Excellency took Occasion, after much Prep- 
aration and Circumlocution, to mention to these Savages 
the Outrage that had lately been committed upon the 
Person of the King’s Agent M™ Atkin by the Tobacco 
Eater at Tuccabatchee when the Agent was delivering to 
the Head Men there his publick Talk. 


The Indians were extremely alarmed, and discovered 
great Signs of inward Disturbance at this Information; 
which the Governour observing he soon made them easier 
by acquainting them that M* Atkin was not much hurt, 
and out of Danger; Togulki observed thereupon that his 
chief Concern arose from the Circumstance of the Agent’s 
having the King’s Paper in his Pocket otherwise, said 
he, “I should have rejoiced at his Disaster even if it had 
“gone worse with him, I would have served him so my 
“self long ago had I not been prevented by the other In- 
“dians, ’tis well however (continued he) and I am pleased 
“that Things are not worse than I hear they are.” His 
Excellency then acquainted the Indians that he was like- 
wise Glad they were not worse, “but I am concerned said 
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“he, that so unlucky an Accident should fall out at this 
“Juncture when a Cloud is gathering over Us. ‘The 
“Creeks I have always deemed the Eldest Brothers and 
“the best Friends of the English, the Time is come when 
“they must shew themselves such: ‘The Cherokees are on 
“the Point of making War with the white People and 
“should they extend their Hostilities to this Province 
“there will be the utmost Danger of the Creeks being 
“involved in their Quarrel for if they kill any of our 
“People your Countrymen may be blamed for it and some 
“of killed by Mistake; at all Events we shall be under 


(sic) 

“a. Necessity of taking Revenge, and how can we distin- 
“guish between the Indians of the one Nation, and of 
“the other, at a Distance in the Woods? I know but one 
“Expedient to prevent these Misfortunes from happen- 
“ing, which I shall heartily recommend to you; it is this, 
“that you determine to keep your Path to Us clear by 
“engaging to resent any Injuries done the People of 
“Georgia by the Cherokees, and signify the same to them 
“immediately. And as the People of Carolina will in all 
“Likelihood soon be in open War with the Cherokees I 
“desire, my Friends, that you will caution your Country- 
“men against going into that Province least they should 
“be taken for and treated as Enemies.——Let me intreat 
“you, Brothers, to accept of my Talk, and as what I urge 
“to you is greatly for your Interest as well as ours, I de- 
“sire you to send some Runners immediately to your 
“Nation and others to the Cherokees to inform them of 
“your Resolution on this Head, for there is no Time to 
“be lost, nor any other Way to preserve Peace to your 
“Nation, and the Advantages of it, a good Trade, a free 
“Communication with Us and no Interruption on your 
“hunting Grounds.—You are too wise not to see the 
“Goodness of my Councels, and the necessity of follow- 
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“ing them, I expect therefore that you will act accord- 
“ingly.” 


Whereupon the Head Men declared that they highly 
approved of his Excellency’s Talk, that they accepted of 
it in Behalf of themselves and their Nation to whom they 
could answer it would be agreeable. That they would 
immediately dispatch Runners to the Head Men of their 
own Towns and to those of the Cherokees; and that the 
Governour might be assured no Mischief should be done 
on this Side Savannah River; nor would any of the 
Creeks go on the other Side, since if they did and any 
Ill befel them the Nation would impute it to themselves. 


This Point being settled the Governour made them 
considerable Presents and dismissed them with the strong- 
est Appearance of Satisfaction; His Excellency in Con- 
sequence of the Indians Representation in their Talk of 
Yesterday (corroberating frequent Complaints of the like 
Nature) having first ordered a Proclamation to issue 
commanding all Persons illegally settled in the back Parts 
of this Province near the Indians hunting Grounds (that 
is to say) on the South Side of Buck Head Creek, or 
between that Creek and great Ogeechee River, or on any 
of the Branches of the said River near the said Creek or 
about it, or above Augusta within ten Miles backward 
from the main Stream of the River Savannah: to remove 
from off the said Lands by the first Day of January next. 


OrpERED That the Secretary do accordingly prepare 
such Proclamation.

His 
Excellency told them he had a long Talk to give, and had 
sent for M™ Bosomworth and their Wives and Children, 
that he supposed, as they were now fatigued, it would be 
most eligible to them first to refresh themselves, and hear 
what he had to say at M™ Bosomworth’s arrival: but if it 
was their Choice, he would deliver his Talk to them im- 
mediately— To which the Indians answered that their 
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sole Intent at present was only to deliver the Scalps and

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Importance, and add new Honour to their Name; which 
his Excellency gave them to understand he was the more 
sollicitous about, as the Cherokees would certainly know 
that they (the Creeks) had been fitted out from hence, 
whereby they would naturally become the more inflamed 
and revengefull against this Province. 


To which the Indians answered that they rejoiced to 
find their Services were agreeable; and the Approbation 
his Excellency had been pleased to express on the Subject 
gave them the greatest Satisfaction. That the Presents 
intended for them they would accept of on the Terms his 
Excellency proposed. That they designed to repeat the 
Blow, and had determined on another Excursion against 
the Cherokees; but it was what they could not immediate- 
ly put in Force for that some of their Families were sick, 
and the chief of their Horses stragling in the Woods.

~ Assent: The one “An Act for the more easy and speedy 
~ Recovery of small Debts and Damages” And the other 
“An Act for ascertaining the Qualifications of Jurors and 
for establishing the Method of ballotting and summoning 
of Jurors in the Province of Georgia’? And at the same 
Time acquainted the Board that his Majesty had, on Re- 
port of the Committee of the Lords of the Council for 
Plantation Affairs, been pleased to repeal two Acts here- 
tofore passed in this Province for the like Purpose; and 
that the said Report was founded on the Representation 
of the Lords Commissioners for Trade and Plantations, 
in which Representation the Objections stated by Sir 
Matthew Lamb to, and their Lordships Opinion of, the 
said Acts, were particularly set forth as Reasons for their 
being repealed: And that the said Representation had 
been by their Lordships Secretary transmitted to him for 
his Guidance together with the Repeal of the said former 
Acts; Which Representation his Excellency also laid be- 
fore the Board, and desired their Opinion whether the 
Objections stated by S” Matthew Lamb and the Right 
Honourable Lords of Trade and Plantations to the for- 
mer Acts, as mentioned in the said Representation were 
sufficiently obviated in the Bills now prepared.

Whehofkee and Tupahatkee with the Creeks of their 
Party and M’ and M™ Bosomworth and Edmund Gray 
being introduced and seated his Excellency addressed 
himself to the Indians thus; ‘‘My Friends, I hope you 
“have well considered the Talk I gave you when we last 
“met, and that you have resolved to go out against the 
“Cherokees those Enemies of the white People and even 
“of your Selves— You declared at Augusta you had 
“given them one Stroke and you would follow it with 
“many— The white People will always acknowledge 
“what you have done, but there is a great Deal yet for 
“you to do; it is much to your Honour to have struck 
“the first Blow as it proves your Friendship to be sincere, 
“and shows you are determined that the Engagements the 
“Head Men of your Nation made to me concerning the 
“Cherokees are not forgotten by you, any more than your 
“Services will be forgot by Us.— I have now the Pleas- 
“ure to tell you that the Chicasaws of new Savannah have 
“just brought in two of the Enemies Scalps taken in Sight 
“of Estatoe; and that Party of Euchees, whom I fitted 
“out from hence three Weeks ago, have had a Skirmish 
“with the Cherokees a little above Augusta four of whom 
“they Slew but being greatly out-numbered they could 
“take off but one Scalp which they are bringing down to 
“me— In this Action they lost their Chief (Istichago) 
“whose Blood they are resolved to revenge.— These Suc-

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“cesses I thank you for since you first blooded the Path 
“and influenced our Friends among the red People by 
“your Example.—— I not only thank you but you shall 
“amply be rewarded for what you have done, and in Re- 
“membrance of it you shall have silver Gorgets and Arm 
“Plates, on which your Names, your Family Arms, and 
“your Exploit shall be engraven, which will always gain 
“and secure you Respect and Kindness from the English; 
“and as I hope you will immediately set out for War 
“again you shall have the great King’s Commission to 
“show your Authority and Consequence,. and you shall 
“likewise have all Manner of sharp Things for hostile 
“Purposes.” 


This being interpreted to them by M™ Bosomworth 
the Reply of Tupahatkee their Speaker was delivered in 
Words to the following Effect. 


“We are very glad to find that what we have done is 
“pleasing to the Governour and the white People whose 
“elder Brethren we are-—— The Talk we received at the 
“last Meeting and now neither has nor will be thrown 
“away.— We intend to go against the Cherokees as soon 
“as possible, but it will be some Time first as our Wives 
“and Children must be conveyed to Places of Safety other- 
“wise they may be cut off in our Absence; besides this 
“there are other Things that will delay Us, our Horses 
“are scattered over the Settlements, they must be collected 
“to carry our Families and Goods to the Nation where 
“we must go to justify our Conduct, and instigate our 
“Countrymen to follow our Example: but the Govern- 
“our and beloved Men may depend we will keep our 
“Words and repeat our Stroke with an heavier Hand than 
“before, as we expect many of our Friends will join Us 
“from thence.” 


It being thought improper to urge these Matters fur- 
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ther as the Reasons offered by the Indians for deferring 
their going to War immediately seemed very weighty and 
proper; the Governour only put the Question to them, 
Whether they accepted his Talk, and would again go 
against the Cherokees when these Affairs were adjusted ? 
To which they answered, they did accept his Excellency’s 
Talk and would make War upon the Cherokees as soon 
as it was in their Power, and continue it as long as they 
disturbed the English. 


Whereupon his Excellency put on each of them the 
Silver Gorgets and Bracelets, This, said he, I give you 
as Wampum to bind and confirm the Promises you now 
make me, and to strengthen the Friendship subsisting be- 
tween Us. The Indians declared they considered and ac- 
cepted them as such and would act accordingly. They 
then were delivered the remainder of their Presents and 
departed with visible Satisfaction.

sent for the Indians telling them that although he had 
seen them Yesterday yet being then by himself, he was 
willing by this Meeting to give them the Opportunity of 
shaking Hands with the beloved Men and of relating 
their Adventures with the Enemy, that their Exploits be- 
ing committed to Writing the great King might be made 
acquainted with the steady Friendship of the Uchees to 
the English. 


The Indians, by their Speaker, began and Spoke to the 
following Effect; That being in the Woods hunting for 
Game they heard by Accident that the Cherokees had 
broke out War with the English, that they were very 
much alarmed at it, and determined forthwith to endeav- 
our to recommend themselves to the Government by go- 
ing out to War against it’s Enemies, and accordingly 
came and offered their Service for that Purpose to his 
Excellency who kindly accepted it and fitted them out 
in a proper Manner: That they set out with an Intention 
of going to the Cherokee Nation but in their March were 
surprised and surrounded by a superior Party of the 
Enemy, who took all their Baggage; yet nevertheless 
they killed one Cherokee whose Scalp they got, and also 
two others, whose Scalps they were forced to leave. In 
the Skirmish their Head Man was mortally wounded, but 
they brought him off; who before he expired ordered 
them to acquaint the Governour that he died contented in 
having so manifested his Friendship to the English and 
performed his Engagement of going out to War against 
their Enemies. 


His Excellency told them that they had behaved them- 
selves like Men and true Friends to the English, that their 
Courage and Conduct were manifest in their having so 
bravely acquitted themselves amidst the Danger of a sur- 
rounding Enemy superiour in Number and prepared to 
receive them: That he was very sorry for the Loss of 
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their Leader, who fought bravely, and they were Wit- 
nesses, from his own Words, that he died with Satisfac- 
tion: that their Valour and Service should be amply re- 
warded and the Regard his Excellency had for their 
Chief should extend to the Son he had left behind him, 
who, although a Child, should receive constant Proofs of 
his Bounty.— His Excellency then said that he hoped 
when they had’ sufficiently refreshed themselves they 
would again go out and take ample Satisfaction for the 
Blood of their Chief; that they would have Creeks and 
Chicasaws enough to join them; that an Army of white 
People was going up against the Cherokees, as also a 
Party of Indians from the Northward. 


The Indians replied that they fully intended again to 
go against the Enemy as well in Compliance with his Ex- 
cellency’s Request as from their own Inclination That as 
his Excellency had mentioned their having Assistance, 


-they hoped he would write to M’ M°Gillivray at Augusta 


to use his Influence with the Indians there to go out with 
them that they might make a strong Party: for as soon 
as they had lodged their Women and Children in a Place 
of Safety they purposed immediately returning to Au- 
gusta in Order to proceed to War and revenge the Death 
of their Chief. 


His Excellency answered that their Resolution was be- 
coming Men and Warriors; that agreeable to their Re- 
quest they should have a Letter from him to M* M°Gilli- 
vray; That he should always look upon the Uchees as his 
Brothers, and that whenever Peace was made for the 
English the Uchees should also be included— His Excel- 
lency told them that he hoped their future Success against 
the Enemy would amply recompense them for the Loss of 
their Baggage— ‘That in a Day or two he would give 
them the Presents he intended And then would have some 
further Talk with them.

His Excellency had a Conference with a Party of 
His Excelly. Creek Indians who had come down with a written Talk 
once wie eek delivered at an Assembly of the lower Creeks in the 
ndiantwe Square of the T'allasee Town in the Creek Nation which 
Talk * "Talk was to the following Effect (viz') That on the sev- 
enth Day of Aprill last all the Traders of the upper 
Creeks met at the Mocclassees to provide Goods for the 
Choctaw Nation, when they had done and were going 
to ‘he Caialeiga’s (another Town in the upper Creeks) 
they met a large Party of Cherokees with two English 
Prisoners and a great Number of Scalps; the Mortar’s 
Brother being along with them carrying a Talk from the 
Mortar (a Creek) to the French at the Alabama Fort: 
Whereupon the French appointed a general Meeting of 
all the Head Men of the Creek Nation to be at the said 
Fort on the twentieth Day of the same Month. What 


the Results of that Meeting might be the Indians. could not. 
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eke say, but that in general their Nation seemed not well 

continued Pleased at the Cherokees bringing English Scalps to their 
Nation; and some of the Indians threatned to knock 
them o’ the Head, saying, they would not allow the 
French to receive either Scalps or Prisoners. To quiet 
the Indians the Captain of the French Fort sent a Mes- 
sage to the Traders by an Indian that he would take the 
Prisoners from the Cherokees but that as soon as he had 
them he would send them to the Traders to return to 
their own Country: This Talk the Indian also mentioned 
to the Wolf King who said that he himself would go to 
the French and demand the Prisoners. 


At a Meeting in the Tallasee Square on the 25% 
Aprill 1760. 


Stump-finger (Coweta Head Man) speaks. 


“On the 17 we set out to the Alabama Fort with a full 
“Intent to bring back the Prisoners and Scalps, the Chero- 
“kees had carried thither, and deliver them up to the Eng- 
“lish Traders; but when we came there we heard that 
“they had been purchased from the Cherokees by M* John 
“Spencer: It was intirely the Gun-Merchant’s Fault that 
“they were paid for, and we are ashamed that our Friends 
“should be obliged to beg their People from their and our 
“Enemies— We do not forget the Bones of our People 
“that lay in their Land.” 


Warrior’s King speaks. 


“The Abacaws or upper Creeks have always pretended 
“sreat Friendship to the English, but I can’t see where 
“their Friendship lays, to suffer the English Prisoners to 
“be brought through their Towns and not take them 
“away ; and now the only Excuse they make is that they 
“had no Linguist: this seems a poor Excuse the Creeks 
“were on their own Land and might have taken the Pris- 
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“oners from the Cherokees, surely without a Linguist, 

Conference “and delivered them up to the white People. I am deter- 
“mined to bear in Mind the Talk which the Governour 
“of Georgia gave Us, and to hold fast by the English: 
“We old Men that are met together don’t expect to live a 
“great while, what we say is designed for the good of our 
“young People and head Warriors who are now round 
“Us; the Cherokees are our old Enemies, and should we 
“forsake our Friends the English to take Part with the 
“Cherokees what must become of Us, we shall soon be a 
“lost People and our Families naked and destitute. I 
“desire this Talk may be observed it being a Consultation 
“of the lower Creeks; the Coweta People have left these 
“Things intirely to this Town it being a Head Town, and 
“They have engaged to abide by what we determine: We 
“are blamed for taking Part with the English, but we 
“don’t mind that as all the lower Towns are of our Side— 
“Many of the Creeks say that the Cherokees and they are 
“one People; but we say, in Opposition, that the Chero- 
“kees are our Enemies and the English are our Friends; 
“and we are determined to go out against the Cherokees, 
“but must first be provided with Ammunition for that 
“Purpose which we are promised here.” 


Sustonagehoboye (Captain of the Tallasees) speaks. 


“We are not unacquainted with the Promises and En- 
“gagements we have entred into with the Governours of 
“Carolina and Georgia; but we young Warriors expected 
“the old People would take up the present Quarrel be- 
“tween the white People and the Cherokees; as they 
“have not‘we must; The Governour knows that we red 
“People are but few and that the Loss of one Man is a 
“great deal to Us, which is the Reason that our People 
“have not declared War against the Cherokees sooner, 
“but we hope it is not too late; I have heard the Talk of 
“our Friends the English, and the bad News of their

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“Blood being spilt by the Cherokees, and from the first of 
“my Hearing it, I said I would resent it, and am still in 
“the same Mind, only I wait until my People come in 
“from Hunting. I don’t understand the Creeks calling 
“the Cherokees their Relations, for my Part I will not 
“call them so, for I know them to be a treacherous People 
“and an old Enemy of ours: The English were always 
“our fast Friends, and will amply reward Us for any 
“Services we can do for them, therefore we are deter- 
“mined to take up the Hatchet on their Behalf.” 


“We are a People that take great Pains in hunting 
“having no other Way to supply our Families with 
“Cloathing; the Game now grow very scarce and trading 
“Goods are at an high Price; Therefore we make it our 
“Request that the Price of Goods may be lowered, (the 
“Talk mentions the particular Price they would have each 
“species of Goods at) and that we may have a Present sent 
“to the head King of the Town yearly of two Cags of 
“Rum. We hope the Governour will accept this Talk 
“and send an Answer without Delay for we wait for 
“nothing but that and the Return of our young People 
“from hunting. The Tallasee King is present at this Talk 
“and says he will stand to it.” 


The Indians being seated his Excellency spoke to them 
as follows “My Friends” “I have read over all the Pa- 
“pers you brought down from the Nation, whereby I am 
“made acquainted with the many lying Talks the French 
“endeavour to impose upon you; I am Glad to find they 
“are not believed and that we have so many Friends 
“amongst the Creeks: Nothing can be more agreeable to 
“me than the Resolution your People are come to of going 
“out to War against your old and our new Enemies the 
“Cherokees; and you may expect all proper Assistance 
“from me to carry it into execution. When some head 
“Men from your Nation were down in Savannah in Octo- 
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“ber last, I told them of the Mischiefs that then threatened 
“Us from the Cherokees, and advised them to keep on this 
“Side the River and keep the Path free of Blood, which 
“they engaged to do; And in Proof of their Sincerity, no 
“sooner did the Cherokees do Mischief and spill the Blood 
“of the white People on this Side the River, than Whe- 
“hoffkee and some other Creeks went out to War and 
“brought in some Cherokee Scalps in Revenge— The 
“Uchee Indians also went out and did the same The 
“Chicasaws have likewise given Proof of their Attach- 
“ment to us by bringing in some of the Enemy’s Scalps— 
“These Exploits and Services of our friend Indians are 
“particularly recorded and a full Account thereof is sent 
“over to the great King from whom I expect soon to re- 
“ceive Presents to distribute amongst them and you— 
“Whatever Services your People render Us in the War 
“against the Cherokees shall meet with its Reward; and 
“whenever Peace is made between Us and the Cherokees 
“we will take Care that all our Friend Indians shall be 
“included therein— The French pretend that they don’t 
“want to quarrel with the English, but they are daily 
“studying to make Mischief between Us and our Friends 
“the Creeks; but we never send any bad Talks concerning 
“them to your Nation, and your People who are constant- 
“ly in our Settlements daily experience our good Usage 
“and Beneficence— I have not lately heard of any Mis- 
“chief done by the Cherokees on this Side the River, when 
“I do, I shall again call on our Friends to perform their 
“Promise in keeping our Path white or to take Satisfac- 
“tion of those who may bloody it, yet I do not delight in 
“seeing the red People’s Blood spilt if it can be avoided— 
“The Carolinians are your Friends as well as us and will 
“amply gratify you for any Assistance you may give them 
“against the Cherokees—I hear that the Cherokees al- 
“ready want Peace, and for that Purpose sent a Letter 
“with a string of Wampum to the Governour of Carolina, 
“but the Messengers were afraid to carry it down, and 
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continued 
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“therefore tied it on a Tree by the Path side, where it was 
“afterwards found, taken and carried to the Governour ; 
“but as the Cherokees have done so much Mischief it is 
“doubtful whether the Governour will accept the Talk 
‘°till He has taken, or the Cherokees have given sufficient 
“Satisfaction, the Cherokees think they perform great 
“Exploits and call themselves mighty Warriors because 
“they have taken the Advantage of and murdered a Num- 
“ber of defenceless People scattered in the Woods, but 
“they may expect to pay dear for their Barbarity, for the 
“more they kill of the white People the more will come to 
“revenge their Death. 


“T shall now conclude with observing that the Request 
“you make that the Price of Trading Goods might be 
“lowered, is a Matter of great Concern, and requires to 
“be well weighed and considered at a general Meeting of 
“the head Men of the whole Nation and the English 
“Traders; and as soon as I receive the Presents which I 
“expect from the great King I will send for them and 
“talk with them upon the Subject, for I am well disposed 
“and have it very much at Heart to do any Thing where- 
“by your Wives and Children may be benefited. But the 
“People who bring you Goods must live by what they do 
“or they will not come to you; and as to the Goods that 
“they carry, those are lent them by the Merchants, and if 
“they cannot pay for them the Merchants will not let them 
“have any more— You cannot shift without a Trade and 
“you know that the French are so very poor that they 
“cannot supply you with these Things for they have not 
“a Ship that can safely move over the Sea— However I 
“will do every Thing I can to serve you; and whatever 
“can be done in Respect of lowering the Price of Goods 
“you may assure your selves will be at a convenient 
“Time; 


His Excellency having finished his Talk the Indians 
took their Leave evidently satisfied.

That old Bracket whose great Age and Infirmities 
would not permit him to come down himself had sent to 
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acquaint his Excellency that there were very bad Talks 
in the Nation; that his Town had always shown a par- 
ticular Regard to the white People, but that he now feared 
for them, as he was become too infirm to stand up in their 
Behalf, unable to attend the Talks given out in the Square, 
and the rest of the head Men would no longer consult 
him :— That the great Desire he had to see the Path kept 
white and open between them and Us that we might be 
Friends as in Times past and our Children grow up in 
Love together, was the Reason of his sending to inquire 
from whence it had arose that the Indians spoke so hard 
of their best Friends the English. 


His Excellency told him that he was sorry for his 
Friend Bracket’s Infirmities, and desired, if he should be 
alive at the Messenger’s Return, that he would thank the 
good old Man for his Talk and tell him if any Mischief 
happened to the white People his Excellency was well as- 
sured it would not be owing to him: That he hoped there 
would never be wanting wise Men in their Nation who 
would know it their Interest to hold the English fast by 
the Hand as the best Friends they ever had. His Ex- 
cellency then asked the Indian what he thought could be 
the Reason of the bad Talks that were given out in the 
Nation? And whether he knew of the Mischief that had 
been done them? 


The Indian answered that he knew of no mischief that 
had been done; that he must have been upon the Path 
hither when it happened— That as to the Occasion of so 
many bad Talks he did not certainly know, but imagined 
it was owing to the Agent’s (M* Atkin) Conduct when in 
the Nation, in abusing the Indians, and sending away the 
Goods brought for their Use to the Choctaws, in Hopes to 
make Friends with them: That in particular when the 
Agent was at the Tuckabatchees, he called them all 
French Men and refused to shake Hands with them:

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That the Indians had chalked down near forty Talks de-

“haviour has given your People so much Uneasiness, but 
“the Imprudence of one Man should not induce them to 
“quarrel with all; and to Use Us as they have done in 
“murdering our Traders: Why did they not make their 
“Complaints to me, they know my Ears are always open. 
“As soon as I heard the Agent had offended the Mortar 
“and made his Heart crooked, I sent for that Indian, as I 
“had likewise done often times before for I wanted very 
“much to see him, and cultivate a good Understanding 
“with him, but never could prevail on him to come— I 
“believe the present Mischiefs have been effected through 
“the lying Talks of the Cherokees and French.” 


“T have too great a Regard for the red People to quar- 
“rel with them for the Faults of a few, and agreeable to 
“Treaty I am ready to leave the Satisfaction due to us for 
“the late Murders to themselves— And will also endeav- 
“our to make a general Peace with the red People, if the 
“Treaty now talked of between the Government of Caro- 
“lina and the Cherokees should not take Place— If your 
“Country-Men do not want our Traders amongst them, 
“let them speak, and none shall go,—though it is impossi- 
“ble they can live without Cloaths and they know the 
“French are not able to supply them.— What greater 
“Proof can we give of our good Disposition toward them 
“than the friendly peaceable Talks we constantly send 
“them? And the strict Regard we have to our Treaties 
“with them is very plain, for that when we heard of the

“ents from the great King for our Friend Indians— Let 
“the Creeks hear my Talk and make Us Satisfaction for 
“the Blood they have spilt— And as we were the Means 
“of establishing the Peace at present subsisting between 
“them and the Cherokees, let them also use their good 
“Offices to restore Friendship between the Cherokees and 
“Us. I have wrote on this Subject to the Governour

The Indians expressed the highest Satisfaction at his 
Excellency’s Talk, and said the Reason of their not com- 
plaining of the Agent’s Behaviour was, that he being a 
beloved Man they thought he might have brought those 
Talks up along with him: That it was very true they 
could not do without Trade, and should the depend upon

the French for it they must soon be a wretched People. 
The Half-breed said that in coming down he met the 
Chehaw King who told him he was going up to the Na- 
tion with a good Talk from his Excellency but had not 
Time to tell him the particulars; that he exceedingly re- 
joiced in the Thought of being the Messenger of this 
present Talk which he would be careful to deliver the 
same with all speed. 
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Governor. “I am very desirous that you should pro- 
commerence “ceed to the Nation as soon as possible with this Talk, 
“and use your Interest to restore Friendship and Har- 
“mony between your People and Us: Remember that 
“you have white Blood in you as well as red, therefore let 
“it always be your Delight to hold the white People by

“Nation in general, and assures him to the contrary; for 
“neither the Head Men or Warriors had forgot the Talks 
“sent them from Time to Time by the Governour: And 
“that this Affair gives them the greatest Uneasiness and 
“Concern as is known to the white People present. He 
“further adds as a Proof of what is said before that 
“had this been a concerted Thing none of the white Peo- 
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“ple now alive would ever have got to their own Country. 
“And desires the Governour may believe that they have

“Notwithstanding that our old wise Men are dead, yet 
“what remains of Us, though not so wise as them, yet 
“we are assembled together and agreed to be at Peace 
“with the English. For notwithstanding the Mischief 
“done by a few mad People yet for all that we desire 
“nothing but Peace and Quietness: We say there is 
“nothing shall put Us against the English as long as the 
“Sun shines or the Master of Breath is above Us. We 
“hope our Friends the English don’t think that any of our 
“Head Men are concerned in this, nor they don’t think in 
“the least that the English will throw away their Nation 
“for the Murder committed by a few young People. As 
“to the Difference between you and the Cherokees we 
“declare against taking Part of either Side, for we want 
“to be at Peace with all Nations; As for the Cherokees

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His Excellency thereupon observed to the Gentlemen 
that on the Commencement of these Troubles the Gov- 
“ernour of Carolina had sent a Talk to the Creeks wherein 
he promised to forgive all that had passed provided they 
would throw away the French and renew their Friendship 
with Us: That Promise considered his Excellency was 
the more surprized at the present Resolution which 
seemed to require Satisfaction previous to any Accommo- 
dation with them, and as a Means to acquire it, proposed 
stopping the Trade; a Measure his Excellency judged 
more dangerous than permitting a Trade to be renewed, 
as the Improvidence and Necessities of the Indians de- 
manded constant Supply which were they deprived of 
they would be compelled to address themselves to the 
French. Who being enabled by some Means or other to 
answer their Necessities, might thereby totally dissolve 
the only Tye we had on those Savages, and for ever de- 
tach them from the English Interest: His Excellency 
thought it equally dangerous to insist upon Satisfaction at 
this juncture while the Colony was in so defenceless a 
State, and the Troops so engaged to the Northward as to 
render any immediate Succor from thence impossible: 
That it appeared to him most prudent to leave the Satis- 
faction to the Indians themselves, since according to their 
own Maxims should the Satisfaction they gave Us be 
deemed insufficient We should still have a Right to re- 
sume our Demands and insist upon them, when we should 
be better able to enforce them. And as an immediate In- 
terruption of Correspondence with the Creeks might ex- 
cite their jealousy and Distrust of the Sincerity of our 
Professions in Regard to them, his Excellency told the 
Gentlemen that he thought it expedient to send M* Joseph 
Wright in Company with these Ambassadors to the Na- 
tion to explain his Talk, urge the Necessity of giving 
some Satisfaction for the Injuries done Us, and to nego- 
tiate such other Matters touching the future Security of 
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our Traders, and the Establishment of of the public Quiet;

“the Account of our People being killed in your Nation

“Satisfaction may the easier be given; and it is your 
“Interest to give it, for if your Nation suffers its young 
“Men to go on in this Manner, and it is permitted that 
“any Indian may kill whom he pleases with Impunity, 
“Your wise Men who used and ought to govern the Na- 
“tion will not only loose all Authority but all Respect, and 
“for want of Controul your People will at length degen- 
“erate into wild Beasts every one preying upon another. 
“We do not thirst after the Blood of the Creeks, but in the 
“present Case it is better a few should suffer, for the Sake 
“of Justice, than that a whole Nation should be ruined; 
“We cannot give you stronger Proof of our Moderation 
“and Regard than to leave the Punishment of your Peo- 
“ple, and the Satisfaction due to Us, to yourselves, which

“total Ruin to expect, for another Army is ready to march 
“or marching against them from Virginia, and the Notto- 
“wega Indians will also fall upon them.” 


“It is said that the Murders committed in the Creek 
“Nation were at the Instigation of the French; I am 
“amazed the Creeks can be deceived by them when they 
“know and see that it is not in their Power even to sup- 
“port their own Indians the Choctaws, how then will it be 
“possible for them to find Necessaries for your Nation, 
“the Cherokees, and other Indians, who now depend on 
“the English for Supplies? They may indeed get Liquor 
“of the French but that will not cover their Nakedness. 
“Because the French are at War with Us, they want to 
“corrupt our Indian Friends and embroil them; thus they 
“acted by our Indians to the Northward, who soon dis- 
“covered their Treachery and have joined Us in punish- 
“ing it, and in driving such mischievous Disturbers out 
“of their Neighbourhood.” 


“Our Affection to the Creek Nations has been often 
“tryed and cannot now be doubted; we desire to see you 
“a great and flourishing People; with this View we made 
“a Peace between you and the Cherokees when you were 
“Jast at War with them: And it is even out of Regard to 
“the Cherokees, who were formerly our Friends, that our 
“General now offers them Terms of Peace, being quite 
“unwilling although able to cut them off.” 


“The Talks you brought to me I receive and look upon 
“as the genuine Sentiments of your whole Nation; and 
“am sure your Countrymen must think me their Friend 
“or they would not have trusted you to come to me—

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“They shall not be deceived, their Talks have removed 
“all Anger from my Heart, and to convince them of it 
“I shall send M™ Wright up to the Nation with you to 
“carry my Talk least you should loose any Part of it; and

“I intend to open the Trade again as soon as it can be 
“done with any Safety, but first I expect that the Head 
“Men of every Town will meet and choose out some 
“powerfull Person to take Charge of the Traders and be 
“answerable to me for their Persons and Effects; other- 
“wise the Traders will not venture their Persons, nor will 
“the Merchants trust their Goods amongst you: And for

His Excellency had a Conference with a Creek Indian 
pis Excel; named Selechee who was just returned from the Nation 
resi indian whither he had been dispatched with a Talk from his Ex- 

cellency; The Indian recited the Acceptance that was 
given to the Talk in Words to the following Effect, viz", 

“I carried your Excellency’s Talk, as desired, through the 
“Towns of the upper and lower Creek Nations; In the 
“lower Towns the Indians had a general Meeting at the 
“Cussetaws, where the Talk was received with the utmost 
“Satisfaction, they said it was a good Proof how much 
“your Excellency delighted in Peace. From thence I went 
“to the upper Towns (a beloved Man from the lower 
“Towns attending me) arid gave out the Talk at the Ock- 
“fuskees where, the Gun-Merchant, Mortar, and other 
“Head Indians assembling themselves, the Talk was in- 
“terpreted and very much approved: The Gun-Merchant 
“particularly expatiated on the Goodness of the Talk, 
“how much Regard they ought to have to it, and that it

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“behoved them to quench the Fire while it was yet in 
“their Power: That thereupon the Indians forthwith 
“went and collected the Bones of the white People that 
“had been murdered, wrapt them in white Skins and bu- 
“ried them. That the Indians said they thought it very 
“hard those who had no Hand in the Mischief should suf- 
“fer for a few mad People; but at the same Time gave 
“no Hints of their Intentions to punish those who did it. 
“That the Mortar (with a Cherokee Indian who was with 
“him and had come to the French at the Alabama Fort 
“for Assistance) as soon as the-’T'alk was over set off for 
“the Cherokee Nation, as it was thought with Intent to 
“persuade the Cherokees to make a Peace.” 


His Excellency told Selechee that it was incumbent on 
the Indians to some Satisfaction for the Murders they 
had committed, for if the Murderers went unpunished 
their national Credit would be intirely destroyed, no Tra- 
der would hereafter trust his Life, nor would any Mer- 
chant his goods, amongst them: Since an Indian on being 
denied any Thing he thought fit to ask for, would allow 
himself at Liberty to take up his Tomihawk and kill his 
Man in Safety seeing that the Perpetrators of the late 
Murders were suffered to go with Impunity. That for 
their own Sakes, and in Token of Security to such Tra- 
ders as might hereafter be prevailed on to come amongst 
them they ought to give Us some Proof of their good 
Dispositions; for how much soever the Traders might 
love to deal with them for Skins, they had a greater Re- 
gard for themselves and their Effects than to again come 
into the Nation, after such an Outrage, committed, with- 
out being assured of Safety and Protection: His Excel- 
lency said, he did not desire that the Delinquents should 
be delivered up to him but that the Head men should 
themselves inflict the Punishment due, as he was far from 
thinking that they had any hand in the Murders com- 
mitted— Had we killed ten of their People we should 
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have given them ample Satisfaction, they would have 
Expected it, and ought we not then to demand at their 
Hand what they would have expected and received from 
Us? That additional to the Satisfaction we required it 
was also necessary that some Safeguard should be offered 
for our Traders future Security which his Excellency 
proposed might be by some approved Head Man of each 
Town becoming the Guardian of and answerable for the 
Trader and his Effects. That M™ Wright was gone up 
to the Nation with a Talk of the like Import. 


His Excellency told Selechee further that as soon as 
his Majesty’s Presents arrived from England he intended 
to send to the Nation for the Head Men to come down 
and then he would endeavour firmly to establish our 
Friendships; to which End there seemed nothing want- 
ing but proper Proofs of their Hearts being strait to- 
wards Us. And should the Mortar come down at that 
Time and bring any Cherokees with him, that his Ex- 
cellency would give him a kind Reception and use his 
Endeavours to make Peace with all the red People.

This Day his Excellency had a Conference with Ten 
His Excelly. Choctaw Indians who had come down from their Nation, 


Indians them a French Scalp which they had taken in Revenge for 
an English Trader murdered last Year in their Nation. 
The Indians being introduced and the usual Congratula- 
tions over, they were seated, and his Excellency ordered 
the Interpreter to tell them that he was very glad to see 
them, and had met them in Council in Order to hear any 
Talk they had to deliver. 


The Indians, by their Speaker, expressed themselves 
to the following Effect; That they rejoiced to know the 
Day was come wherein they had the Happiness to see his 
Excellency and his beloved Men sitting together; it was 
what they had long wished for; That they had heard 
other Indians speak frequently of the good Talks of this 
Government, and they now expected the Pleasure of hear- 
ing his Excellency with their own Ears. That for these 
two Years last past they had laboured in Hope to culti- 
vate a good understanding and Friendship with the Eng- 
lish, and were happy in having in some Measure accom- 
plished it— That had it not been for the Success of those 


Conference 
continued — 
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Endeavours and the Supply of Goods thereby obtained 
from the English, and sent into their Nation, they were 
sensible their Women and Children must have been still 
without cloathing. That the Scalp they had brought with 
them was a French Scalp that they had taken in their Na- 
tion near the French Fort there, that there were some 
Creeks of the Party, and also an Englishman, who had 
gone with them when they returned last Year from the 
Creek Nation to their own Country; that when they came 
up with the Enemy they engaged and killed two of them, 
but scalped only one, which was in Revenge for the Eng- 
lishman who had been killed and scalped by the Enemy, 
and his scalp carried to the French Fort; the other was 


in Revenge for a Creek Indian was also killed there last 
(sic) 


Year but not scalped. That the Murder of the English- 
man in their Nation ought not to be imputed so much to 
the Intention of the Indians, as to the very great Tempta- 
tion the French threw in their Way, being a Reward no 
less than four Pieces of Strouds, ten white Blankets, ten 
white Shirts, and a Gorget, to any Indian who should kill 
and scalp an Indian Trader. That now they had taken 
Revenge for the Mischief done the English in their Na- 
tion, and were determined to throw off the French, who 
only made Use of them for war in Order the sooner to 
extirpate their People, which they understood was not the 
English Policy; and desired nothing more ardently than 
to commence a strict Friendship with the English, and that 
his Excellency would accept their Hand in Token of the 
Sincerity of their Professions; which would not only be 
acknowledged a singular Favour done to those Present, 
but could be heard by the beloved Men in their Nation 
with the highest Joy and Satisfaction. They concluded 
with observing to his Excellency that the Path between 
them and Us was now open, that the Choctaws and Chica- 
saws had made Peace, although by french Instigation they 
had been so long at War with one another, and were now 
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upon good Terms of Friendship, and it was the Resolu- 
Conference tion of the Head Warriors or leading Men of their Nation 
so to continue. And therefore requested that our Traders 
might be sent with Goods to their Nation for which they 
had great Call and were capable to trade for very large 
Quantities: and that they would be carefull and engage 
to protect the Traders in Safety both going to, in their 


Nation, and returning Home again. 


The aforegoing Talk his Excellency answered to the 
following Effect; That he was very glad to see the Choc- 
taw Indians, for that it was many Years since any of 
them had been in this Government. That the French made 
the Choctaws believe they could push the English into the 
Sea, but his Excellency hoped their Eyes were now open 
and that they had found the French had all along blinded 
and deceived them. That we had conquered and taken 
from the French all their Countrey at the Northward, and 
sent their Governours and Warriors Home in our great 
Ships. That the French brought all these Misfortunes 
upon themselves by setting their Indians upon the white 
People in the Time of profound Peace— That the Eng- 
lish are a People who delight in Trade and love Peace, 
but when provoked are well able to revenge the Injuries 
done them; All this the French know to their Sorrow, 
which make those in the Choctaw Nation tremble least, as 
we have taken all from them to the Northward, we should 
come and drive them away there also: and therefore ’tis 
they impose so many Falsehoods upon the red People, but 
you must give no Credit to any Thing the French tell you. 


Two Years ago when M' Atkin the King’s Agent was in 
the Creek Nation, a large Party of your People were also 
there, and entred into a Treaty with him; wherein and 
whereby the Choctaws on their Part promised to take 
Care of and protect all Traders we should send to them 
with Goods, and upon that Condition we promised to sup- 
ply your Nation with Necessaries: We accordingly per- 
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formed our Part and sent Traders with Goods to you 

Conferences when your People were in great Want, to see if the Path 
was clear; and soon after another Party went who had 
one of their People killed notwithstanding the Treaty you 
had made with Us— But as the Friends of the English 
in your Nation went out and killed one of the Enemy in 
Return, all is again made strait, We will begin anew and 
receive the Choctaws as Friends and Brothers, and desire 
that you will look on Us in the same Manner, and take 
good Care of our People, and revenge any Injury done 
them by the French. 


We shall agreeable to your Request send Traders with 
Goods into your Nation if we can prevail on any to go; 
but the Creeks have lately, by french Instigation, killed 
some of our Traders in their Nation, and you know they 
lay in the Path between you and Us; We hope that the 
Talks between Us and the Creeks are growing good, and 
that they will give Us Satisfaction for the Mischief done, 
and as soon as these Things are settled the Choctaws may 
expect large Supplies of Goods; If you have them. not, 
you must blame the Creeks (who always have it in their 
Power to stop our Traders in going through their Na- 
tion) and not Us who are fond of Trade and regard your 
People.— His Excellency told them that they must rep- 

resent these Things to the Creeks, as he, himself would 

also when he saw them here which would be in about one 
Moon— ‘That, however, he hoped to set the Door be- 
tween Us and the Creeks quite open; and that the Choc- 
taws by our Means would soon be well cloathed like the 
Creeks— That his Excellency was glad to know the 
Choctaws had made Peace with the Chicasaws; and ex- 
horted them to hold the English by one Hand and the 
Chicasaws by the other. For that the War the French 
had so long fomented between them and the Chicasaws, 
was, as they observed, that they might destroy one an- 
other, and the French possess themselves of their Lands. 
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His Excellency again repeated his Satisfaction in see- 
Conference ing them, told them that he was sensible how long a Walk 
they had taken to see him, and that they should not depart 
without strong Marks of his Benevolence and Friendship : 
but advised them, now they were come thus far, to go and 
see the Governour of South Carolina at Charles Town, 
where they would be sure to be kindly received, and meet 
with as many Friends as in this Government.

That he had thrown together what appeared to 
him necessary upon the Occasion, for the free Sentiments 
of the Board thereon which he was very desirous of ; And

I have received your Talk sent down by Wehanny the

Talk — Brother Governour Ellis who is now gone from this Place 


over the great Water to the great King George from 
whence I am very lately come— And I do accept of the 
white Wing you have sent down in Token of Peace, 
agreeable to your Desire, and am willing to be at Peace 
with the red People; it is my Desire as well as yours and 
therefore I have sent you another white Wing. I have 
looked into all the Talks sent you by my brother the 
Governour and do approve of them as good Talks, and 
they are now my Talks. There are some good Things in 
the Talk you have now sent by the above Head Men, and 
I shall keep them in my Mind and not throw them away. 
But the Cherokees tell you what is not true for they have 
not killed any of our Warriors or People a long Time; 
None since the first who they fell upon by Surprize when 
our People did not think of War, and some afterwards 
that were in the Fort over the Mountains, who on fair 
Promises of Protection from the Cherokees delivered up 
the Fort and put themselves into their Power, and when 
they had them so, and defenceless and unarmed, they then 
surrounded them and killed some of them, but this was not 
behaving like Men and great Warriors, but like cowardly 
bad Men. The Cherokees are now naked and in Want of 
every Thing, and finding that our Brothers in South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, and Virginia, and the King’s War- 
riors at the Northward are all provoked and ready to 
march against them, they have made Proposals for Peace.

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The King’s Warriors have now nothing to do at the 
His Honour’s Northward they have taken the whole Countrey, and sent 
written Indian the French Governour and all the french Warriors Pris- 

oners over the great Water, and the Indians there are now 

all our Friends. The French used to tell you that you 
could not be supplied with Goods without them, but now 

they are no more, they are sent away and gone, except a 

few to the Southward, and yet you will see that all the 

Indians upon the Continent can be plentifully supplied by 

their Friends the English. What I tell you is true, I 

never will tell you any Thing but what is so, and if ever 

you find me deceive you never believe me after that, My 

Brother the Governour sent up to you in September last, 

one Moon and an half ago to invite down two Head Men 

from every Town, but he could not stay to receive them; 
and therefore I do desire the said Head Men to come down 
to Savannah to see me, I have got a Talk for you from the 
great King, and some Presents to give you, and therefore 
invite you to come directly. We shall send up some Goods 
now, and many more after the Head Men have been here. 

Our Path is white and strait and you may come safe and 

go safe, and I shall be ready to hold you fast by the Hand 

whilst you are here. And as I am told Provision is scarce 
with you, T will order a Supply for you as soon as you 
come near the Settlements.

The Indian Ambassadors being introduced, and the 
usual Ceremonies passing, they were seated, and his 
Honour told them by the Interpreter that he had read over 
and considered the Talk they were the bearers of and had 
prepared an Answer thereto; and accordingly his Hon- 
our caused to be interpreted to them his Talk entred in the 
Minutes of Yesterday: and acquainted them that he 
would order a Copy thereof to be made out under his Seal, 
for them to carry back to their Nation, that no Part of it 
might be forgotten. 


The Talk being ended, One of the Indians produced to 
his Honour sundry Commissions from Time to Time 
given him by General Oglethorpe, the late Governour 
Reynolds, and Governour Ellis; withal adding, that Gov- 
ernour Ellis told him when any new Governour came he 
must produce those Papers, which would be so many Tes- 
timonials of his Consequence. 


His Honour answered that those Credentials bespoke 
him to have been a steady Friend to the English; and as a 
repeated Evidence thereof, his Honour told him, he would 
order a new Commission to be made out for him. 


Another of the Indians addressed himself to his Hon- 
our in a short Speech, porporting, That he looked upon it 
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Conference 
continued — 
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to be the Direction of Providence that white Men should 
dwell in this Land for the Good of the Indians, who were 
utterly unable to make for themselves those Necessaries of 
Life they were constantly supplied with by the English. 
That that they never heard any Talks from us but what 


(sic) 

were apparently calculated for their Good, and that they 
were determined nothing for the future should interrupt 
their Friendship, or prevent their holding the English fast 
by the Hand— That they had nothing amongst them 
worth Notice but Skins, some of which, although of 
small Value, they had brought with them and now laid at 
his Honours Feet in Token of their sincere and firm 
Friendship and Attachment to the English. 


His Honour told them it was true, That as an untaught 
People, it was impossible they could themselves make 
those Necessaries they were constantly furnished with by 
Us— That he kindly accepted the Skins they presented 
him, which he esteemed a Proof of their steady Friend- 
ship, and a Token of their grateful Respect. 


His Honour then invited the Indians to stay and eat 
Dinner with him and his beloved Men on Monday next it 
being the great King’s Birth Day. 


The following is the Talk these Indians brought down; 
on their presenting his Honour with the white Wing sent 
therewith, His Honour told them, that he accepted it, as it 
was intended, an Emblem of Peace, which he desired to 
see strictly observed ; that We had always been sincere and 
friendly on our Part, and he was sorry any thing on the 
Part of the Indians had ever happened to interrupt our 
Harmony.

The Headmen’s Answer of the upper Creeks to his 
Excellency Henry Ellis’s Talk sent to them from him 
by Joseph Wright July 17" 1760. 


Tomathla-Hago Head Man of Oakfuskee Speaker. 


He says the Mischief was done by the white Town, and 
not by the War Towns; He says that this Day he has 
heard a great Talk and does not undervalue it, he agrees 
to it, the Oakfuskee and Charles Town was always reck- 
oned as one, and he intends nothing but what is good, and 
that he and another that is his Second will endeavour to 
rule the young People; and that he himself thinks he is 
come to the Years of Knowledge, and says that he takes 
great Pains to rule his young People and he thinks he can 
do it as he looks upon himself to be the Head Man of that 
Town: He says further that he looks upon his Town to be 
one of the Head Towns of the Nation, and he does not 
doubt but there may be bad Talks raised, but for the future 
whatever Reports rises there shall be no Notice taken, and 
such Talks shall go for nothing, and that we will think on 
Nothing but what is good. 


We have heard your Talk and are now convinced you 
are a Friend to our Nation; and as you have taken Notice 
of our Talk we sent to you we will never throw away any 
Talk that comes from you to Us. I must now tell you 
that for some Time past there has been a great black 
Cloud spread over our Land, but now am in Hopes it will 
clear away. He further says that he speaks in the Pres- 
ence of the great Kings and Head Warriors of the upper 
Creek Nation— We have taken all the Pains we could for 
to keep our Nation quiet ’till we heard your Answer, and 
we now think of nothing but what is good— He says that, 
as it is your Desire, let what will happen the Head Men 
must not be shy of going down to Savannah to make all 
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Things strait; they all agree to that, therefore expect the 
English will not be afraid to come to their Countrey as 
usual, as there will be nothing but Friendship on both 
Sides for the future— Our young People have seen the 
Want of Traders already, so hope they will not be de- 
barred from bringing a plentiful Supply of all Sorts of 
Goods and as soon as possible, and hope that the Traders 
will not be afraid to come for they can’t live without 
them— He says that now the white People are upon their 
Return with Skins that have been gathered by the Head- 
men, and when they return they must live in such Head- 
men’s Houses as shall be thought proper and able to pro- 
tect them for it will not do for the Traders to live alone 
out of the Towns— He says for the future if any Thing 
should happen between them and the white People he will 
acquaint the Governour; and whatever may happen be- 
tween them down in your Countrey the Governour must 
send up his Complaint directly and Satisfaction shall be 
given immediately— He says further in the Presence of 
all that are now assembled he receives your white Wing 
as a Token of your Friendship to the red People, and in 
Return he has sent another to you as a Token of Peace 
with the English, which he Hopes will be received as such; 
as the Intent of both is that the Talks may be good, and 
that their Children may grow up without Fear; and 
when you receive this white Wing it will be the same as 
shaking Hands with all the Head Men of this Countrey. 


Oakfuskee Captain says that when he was in Charles 
Town the Governour desired him to be good to the 
Traders and never to fall out with the great Kings People 
on this Side the great War, which he always observed; 
but he says he happened not to be in the Way when the 
People were murdered; if he had he would have dropt 
with them, or saved their Lives, but he says that it gave 
him a great deal of Pleasure that he saved the Life of one 
Man and sent him to his own Countrey— He says that the 
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Oakfuskee People were always reckoned one People and 
The written : : A 9 5 . 
Indian Talk — ONe Fire with the English, but this mad Affair had like to 
have put the Fire out, but it was again kindled and got to 
its former State, and I hope will continue so as long as the 
Sun shines and the Rivers empty themselves into the Sea. 


Gun Merchant of Oakchoy says, He and the other Head 
Men of the upper Creeks sent a soft Talk to the Governour 
of Georgia, the Answer to which he has received which he 
thinks very just and good, but all past Grievances must be 
forgotten and never more thought about; And this Day 
we have agreed and given out in public that if ever there 
is an Englishman killed hereafter the Man that does it 
shall dye immediately and both be laid together and no 
more said about it, and if an Englishman shall kill a red 
Man it shall be the same— He says they have had several 
Messages from the Cherokees for to join against the Eng- 
lish, but never gave any Encouragement, for it is not their 
Interest to take Part either of one Side or other, but to be 
at Peace with both— He says if your Excellency should 
think proper to send for the Head Men you should send 
soon for hunting Time draws near. 


After the Talk was over the Gun Merchant desired 
this Addition to be made; He says now he hopes all is in 
a fair Way to be made strait again— The Cherokees are 
daily coming into this Nation and heartning up the young 
People to break out with the English, telling them they 
kill them just when they Please, and that they now want 
to make Peace, but that they never will ’till the Trade is so 
that the English give them a Blanket for a single Skin— 
That and many other Reasons make him think it is not 
proper that Satisfaction should be demanded, for if so he 
is sure that more Mischief will be done; but as you have 
left it to themselves and to their old Treaties, it is not for- 
given, therefore in Time something may be done but not 
at present for the People are all mad. I hope you will 
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take Notice of what I have said and believe me to be your 
The written Friend and Brother.

M* Joseph Wright with them as Interpreter, and Lachlan 
M°Gillivray Esq’ and M’ Moses Nunes also attending.— 


After the usual formalities had passed and the Indians 
were seated his Honour again asked them whether they 
were come down in a national Character? To which the 
Indians answered that they were charged with nothing 
from their Nation, that they were come Down on the Invi- 
tation given them, and expected that more of their People 
and some of their Kings would also have been here.— 


His Honour then delivered to them the Talk that had 
The Gover- been settled and approved of in Council on the 19 In- 
the Indians. stant; which Talk directed to the Head Men then Pres- 


ent is as follows, viz", 


To the Captain of the Oakfuskees ; Hopoeheathly of 
great Tallisee; Hathlepoa-hacho or Deval’s Land- 
lord; The long second Man of Wewokee; The long

The Governour of Georgia sends Greeting. 


Friends and Brothers, 


I am very glad to see you here and to have an Oppor- 
tunity of shaking Hands with you, and I wish more of 
your Head Men had come down with you, or that the 
whole Nations, both upper and lower Countries, had im- 
powered you fully to speak as the Mouth or Voice of all 
the Towns and Creek Countrey; and then we might have 
renewed our antient Treaties and have settled some other 
Matters between Us, which is necessary as well for your 
Sakes as ours; But as you declare you have no Power to 
treat for the whole Nation we shall omit these ’till another 
Opportunity.— 


I lately received a Talk sent down by some of your 
Head Men and Warriors to my Brother Governour Ellis ; 
and for Fear any Part of my Answer to that Talk should 
be lost, I sent it up to your Countrey in Writing by We- 
henny and others, and ordered my White People in your 
Towns to interpret it to all the Head Men there — 


Friends and Brothers, 


In the Talk I sent to your Countrey, I said that I had a 
Talk for your Nation from the great King George; It is 
not yet four Moons since I came from the great King, he 
has sent me here and charged me to take Care of all his 
Children both white People and red People, and to keep 
Peace among you, and see that no Blood is shed, but that 
the whole Countrey be kept white, the Chain of Friendship 
between Us brightned, and the Path strait and clear; and 
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aS that the white People and red People should be as one, and 
pour's Talk to their Children increase and mix together and be a great 
"and happy People: And he directed me to tell you that he. 
will order Goods of all Kinds in Plenty for all his Chil- 
dren on this Side of the Water, and as long as you, the 
ted People are good to the English he will be a Father to 
you as well as to the white People. These are the Talks he 
has always sent to his Governours on this Side of the 
Water, and agreeable to them many good Treaties have 
been made between your Forefathers and Ours, who were 
a wise People and knew what was for both our Good. 
They kept fast hold of the English and would not let them 
go, but agreed to hold by one another as long as the Sun 
should shine and the Rivers run. And the great King, 
supposing you still to be the same People, has sent you 
some Presents by me as a Token that he remembers you 
and look upon you as his Children the same as the white 
People. Thus far from the great King.— 


And now, my Friends and Brothers, I will speak to you 
from myself; I was very sorry to hear at my coming that 
some of our People had been killed in your Towns, and 
am sure it will give the great King much Concern when he 
hears it, because he always looked upon the Creeks as the 
most true and faithfull of all his red Children. I should 
be glad to know the Reason of it, and how it happened to 
be done, for I never heard that the white People did you 
any Harm, or gave you any Reason to hurt them; And if 
you had any Thing to complain of, or any Grievance, why 
did you not apply to the Governour, or if you have any 
now why don’t your Nation apply to me, I am ready to 
hear you and to redress you. And you know that you 
can’t live nor support your Selves without the white Peo- 
ple; for you can’t make Guns, Powder Bullets, Cloth of 
different Sorts, Knives, Looking Glasses, Beads, nor any 
Thing else that you are supplied with by Us. And you 
know also that the French cannot supply you, they are 
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now ruined and destroyed, all but a few at the Southward. 
And if our People should not carry any Goods into your 
Countrey what would you do, or how could you live, or 
get any thing that you want? You know all this to be 
true, therefore Consider of it and don’t forget it. And 
you must remember that all the Good Talks and Treaties 
which our Forefathers made have been renewed by dif- 
ferent Governours, and that we have them all in writing 
and can never forget them. And I hope that all you head 
Men now present will remember those Treaties and good 
Talks and explain and inculcate them in the Minds of all 
your young People that they may know what is for their 
own Good, and not listen to the bad Talks and Lyes of the 
Cherokees and French; who want to ruin your Nation as 
well as themselves: They are now drove to their last 
Shift, and want to insnare and draw your young unthink- 
ing People into the War with them. But as I love the 
Creeks, I hope for your own Sakes that the wise and pru- 
dent Men of all your Towns will not suffer themselves to 
be imposed upon by the French and Cherokees. It was 
their Faults that the War broke out, they killed many of 
our People and disturbed our Settlements long before we 
took Notice of it, which they ought not to have done; 
Especially as they well know that when the English are 
provoked they are so powerful that no Nation can stand 
against them; and they, the French, are totally ruined and 
destroyed, and their chief Governour and Warriors sent 
home Prisoners, and they have nothing left but at the 
Southward: And the Cherokees now want to ruin your 
Nation also. You may think they are your Friends but 
they are not, for they want you to quarrel with the Eng- 
lish who are the only good Friends you have. Consider 
the Calamities and Miseries that a War will bring upon 
you; it cannot be of any Advantage to you, and must end 
in your Ruin and Destruction: And therefore you ought 
to consider well of all these Things, and for your own 
Sakes, for your own Good, and for the Good of your 
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Wives and Children, you should be very careful not to 
howe Falk to hurt the white People; but should love them, be good to 
"them, and take care of them when they are in your Towns; 
and preserve your good Name. And as I am not willing 
to believe that your Nation intended to kill the white Peo- 
ple, and that your Head Men joined in it, or would have 
suffered it if they had known it, therefore I approve of 
what my Brother Governour Ellis did on that Account by 
leaving it to your selves to give Us Satisfaction agree- 
able to the Treaties subsisting between Us: for we love 
the red People and look upon them as our Brothers, and 
do not want to hurt the whole Nation for the Faults of a 
few rash or mad young People. But you know that it is 
only agreeable to Reason and Justice that, if one Man 
hurts or injures another, Satisfaction should be made; 
and this is agreeable to your own Customs. What I tell 
you is all Truth and I never will tell you otherwise, or de- 
ceive you. I have prevailed upon some of our People to 
carry up Goods for you, but unless they have some Se- 
curity from you that they will be safe in your Towns you 
cannot be fully supplied with Goods; for although the 
Men that trade with you in your Towns may not be afraid 
to go up, yet the Merchants that supply them with Goods 
for you, they will not venture their Property, unless some 
of the Head Men become Security or undertake to protect 
them, not only in your Towns but in going and coming: 
and if this is not done the Merchants won’t trust their 
Goods.— 


His Honour having finished his Talk, The Oakfuskee 

The Indian's “Captain spoke as follows; That he had enjoyed the Satis- 
taal faction of hearing his Honour’s Talk in the beloved 
House, that he had been told of such good Talks before 

he came down, but now himself had heard the Governour 

speak and that the whole of the Talk was very good and 
pleasing.— That they had no other Intent in coming down 

than to show their Regard to the Invitation made them.—

That although none of their Kings were come (as they 

The Indian's expected) to hear the Talk, all those who were present 
were Head Warriors.— That as to the Mischief lately 
done the white People in the Nation, his Honour in his 
Talk had very truly and generously accounted for it; that 
it happened intirely through the Madness of a few of their 
young People, and was no Intent of the Nation in general ; 
nor would the Head Men have suffered such an Act could 
they have Timely known it That they were truely sen- 
sible of the Favours they received, and the great Supplies 
of Goods constantly afforded them, from the English.— 
That although the French had at some Times supplied 
them with Trifles yet the English were their great Reli- 
ance and Support, whom they were determined to hold 
fast by the Hand.— 


Then Deval’s Landlord spoke to the following Effect ; 
That the Cowetas, Tallapoosees, and Abacaws, were one 
People.— That he came on Purpose to hear his Honour’s 
Talk, which he had, and very much approved it, and was 
determined it should be fixed in his Heart.— That they 
were not impowered to speak nationally, but that the Na- 
tion in general was in very good Humour when they came 
away.— That from the first Day the Creeks took the Eng- 
lish by the Hand and called them Brothers, to this Day, 
the Creeks were still the same, and would abide by the 
Treaties they had made from Time to Time with the 
English That he hoped his Honour accepted for Truth 
all that the other who spoke before him, and himself, said; 
that the beloved Men who were with his Honour heard 
what they said, and there were beloved Men also with 
them who heard the same.— That it was true the Chero- 
kees and French had strenuously endeavoured to draw 
them from the English Interest, but they had their own 
Welfare more at Heart than to comply with them or be 
ensnared by them.— That they must intirely rely on the 
English for Supplies, and hoped they would not desert 
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them.— That they would not throw away his Honour’s 
Talk, but carry it to their Nation and tell it their whole 
People. And that from this Day forward nothing, in 


their Power to prevent, should be done to the Prejudice 
of the English. 


His Honour replied, as to the Trade, That some Goods 
were gone up, and more would be sent; And as tag the 
Talk he had given them, that he would order a Copy of it 
to be made out under his Seal for them to carry to their 
Nation. 


Then his Honour took Leave of the Indians having 
first directed them to come to his House at three o’Clock 
in the Afternoon and receive Presents.—

ed against the Chicasaws settled at new Savannah near 
Augusta :— And desired the Opinion of the Board as to 
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sending Notice thereof forthwith to Augusta, as well for 
the greater Safety of that Part of the Province as that the 
Chicasaws, thereby getting Information, might be upon 
their Guard against any Surprize; And whether a Supply 
of Ammunition should not be ordered those Indians: The 
Board were of Opinion that such Advice was necessary 
to be immediately forwarded, and that a Supply of Am- 
munition would certainly be an acceptable Present to the 
Chicasaws at such a Conjuncture.

The Explanation of the aforesaid Talk being finished, 
and his Honour having concluded what he thought neces- 
sary to say to them respecting the Armament prepared in 
Carolina &° against the Cherokees; The Wolf King made 
Answer to the following Effect: That his Honour had 
said a great Deal of the Friendship that had subsisted be- 
tween their Forefathers and the English, and desired that 
he would look on him to have the same good Heart and 
Esteem for the English that they had; that for his Part he 
had but one Tongue and that always had been and still was 
truely English_— That he knew this Land had been given 
to the white People that they might live thereon, and the 
Children of both People grow up together, which he de- 
sired and hoped they would continue to do— That he 
and his People (the Tallepoosa’s) knew nothing of the 
Mischief done the White Men in the Nation ’till it was too 
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late, for the very Day it happened they were going to a 
Ball Play— That as soon as he heard of it he expressed 
his Love for the English by taking all the Traders he could 
come at under his Protection and supporting them at his 
own Risque and Expence untill they could with Safety 
return Home— That in Respect of the Cherokees he was 
sure that neither himself or his People would be influ- 
enced or drawn aside by them; but nevertheless he was 
glad to see Forts built and building for the Strength and 
Protection of this Countrey in Case of Danger— That 
M’ Joseph Wright did bring a Talk into their Nation 
from the Governour mentioning the Security it was ex- 
pected the Indians should afford the Traders who carried 
Goods thither; and that agreeable thereto he himself did 
appoint particular Persons to take Care of and preserve in- 
Safety the Traders in his Towns— That, for the greater 
Safety of the Traders and their Interest, many Indians, 
some of them Head Men, did very lately come from the 
Nation to escort and guard the Pack horses with Leather 
to Augusta ; notwithstanding which Service, when the In- 
dians arrived the People of Augusta took no Notice of 
them, but suffered them to return Home without any 
Recompence which he thought was hard Usage, and de- 
sired that his Honour would represent the same to the 
Storekeepers at Augusta. 


The Wolf King having done speaking, his Honour de- 
livered him the Governour of South Carolina’s written 
Talk containing an Invitation to Charles Town as men-

same Who told the chief Justice that he would do any 
thing in Reason he could do with Safety Whereupon the 
chief Justice delivered this Deponent a Paper he had 
drawn up and told him those were his Proposals, A copy 
whereof this Deponent now produces and is as follows, 
viz, “That all the Soldiers against whom warrants have

“to Frederica for three Years, this to be stipulated by

“and Soldiers shall continue on their Recognizances, not 
“to be prosecuted unless any of the Parties shall be guilty 
“of future Misbehaviour, or any of the Stipulations

“ment of his Misbehaviour give M* M‘Keithen a Weapon

his Bail who would swear himself to be worth one thou- 
sand Pounds clear of the World and desired the chief Jus- 
tice’s Acceptance of that Person for his Bail, whereupon 
the chief Justice told him that he would accept of that 
Person with another who should not be obliged to swear; 
and allowed the Deponent Time to procure the Parties, 
and told him when to bring them.— And this Deponent 
saith that he accordingly went from the chief Justice’s 
House in Order to provide his Bail in Time, but was very 
soon after followed and taken into Custody, and impris- 
oned, by the Provost Marshal in Virtue of the following 
Warrant, viz'

And this Deponent saith that the next Day being at the 
chief Justice’s House in Custody of the Provost-Marshal 
an Accommodation was made in the Affair on the follow- 
ing Terms, viz' He this Deponent signed an Acknowl- 
edgment that he had Misbehaved himself, and gave his 
Note of Hand for forty Pounds payable in three Months 
for Damages; Whereupon he was discharged by Order of 
the chief Justice as appears on the Back of the Warrant, 
and Benjamin Wilson one of the Prosecutors gave this 
Deponent a Receipt in the following Words “Received of 
“Lieutenant George Swetenham his Note of Hand paya- 
“ble in three Months for forty Pounds Sterling which 
“Note when paid is in full of all Expences and Demands

And this Deponent further saith that he then applied to 
the chief Justice for the Discharge of the Soldiers who had 
been committed to Prison as Parties concerned in this 
Affair and offered to become their Bail to answer any 
Complaint that might be exhibited against them; but the 
chief Justice told him that they should be kept in Prison 
until the Captains Demeré and Goldsmith should agree to 
the Terms formerly mentioned, viz'— 


“That they should be exchanged and the same Number 
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“from Savannah sent to replace them and not to return to 
“Frederica for three Years.” And this Deponent saith 
that on Saturday the Eleventh Day of this Instant July he 
again waited on the chief Justice (who was then Returned 
from a Journey) and applied for the Discharge of the 
said Soldiers who were yet confined, and the chief Justice 
gave him the same Answer as before And this Deponent 
saith that he understood when the Affair was accommo-

A Talk from 
the Lower 
Creek nation 
read 
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Read a Talk from the Coweta’s in the lower Creek Na- 
tion dated the 22* June last in the following Words, viz'— 


“A Talk at the Coweta’s 224 June 1761.” 


“Three Days ago three of our Town’s People came 
“Home, and bring the bad News of having killed one 
“White Man near Augusta, for which we are very sorry. 
“Tt seems he had Pack-Horses and they wanted some Vic- 
“tuals from him and he would not give them any, altho’ 
“they say he gave them Punch until they got drunk, and 
“one of them shot him, then they took the Horses and 
“Goods and were going to the Cherokees to stay there: 
“but meeting another Fellow in the Woods he persuaded 
“them to come home to their Town, and he would go and 
“acquaint the Indians at M’ Galphin’s, that were going to 
“Charles Town, So we suppose you have heard of this 
“unhappy Affair before we did, We are all very much 
“concerned about this bad Accident; it is entirely against 
“our Wills and Knowledge, they brought the Goods and 
“Horses Home here, and we are going to gather them to- 
“gether and give them to some White Man that the own- 
“ers may have them again. It troubles Us much that any 
“of the White People’s Blood should be spilled by Us, but 
“some of our young People are mad and we cannot rule 
“them.”— 


“We hope you will not stop the Trade or Goods from 
“coming amongst Us for we are so used to the White 
“People and their Clothing that we should be very poor 
“without them, and we hope all may be made strait yet, 
“you need be under no Concern for the Traders amongst 
“Us for they shall be safe to go down when they are 
“ready: there are a great many of our People down 
“amongst you at this Time, who may talk to you, and 
“give you more Satisfaction on this Head. We here in 
“the Nation will do every thing in our Power to keep 
“Peace; and are now going to send good Talks to all the 
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“other Towns on this River to the End that we may all 
“stand firm and true to our antient Treaties and Friend- 
“ship with the English.” — 


“Simpoiaffee, white King, and Young Lieuten- 
“ant of Coweta’s; White King, War King, and 
“Scotchman of Cusseta’s and other beloved 
“Men.” — 


Read his Honour’s Answer to the two Talks entered 
in the Minutes of the 28 of last Month, and to the Talk

“Your Talk at the Coweta’s the 22° June I received, and 
His Honour, “in Answer to it must observe that the Murder of Thom- 


Anewer to the “son by some of your People is a Breach of all the Treaties 
entre ad iethe “Subsisting between Us. That in Consequence of the re- 
Dey "* “peated Requests and Solicitations by you that your Na- 
“tion might be supplied with Goods, this Man was actu- 
“ally going up with Goods to trade in your Countrey when 
“some of your People fell on him and Murdered him and 
“carried off his Goods; And this after the strongest 
“Promises and Assurances from all your Towns in both 
“the upper and lower Creeks that the Path should be white 
“and strait, and that all the Traders should be protected 
“as well on the Path to your Countrey as in your Towns. 
“And you the Gun-Merchant and others of the upper 


“Creek Countrey by a Talk sent down to me in November 
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“last promised that if any Red Man killed a white Man 
“such Red Man should be put to Death immediately and 
“laid with the white Man.” 


“And you Sempoyaffee and the Young Lieutenant of 
“the Coweta’s by a Talk you sent down to me in February 
“last said that the Day should never come that the Cow- 
“eta’s would throw away the white People’s Talk, that 
“they never spilt the white People’s Blood nor never 
“would.— And you the white King of the Coweta’s, 
“white King of the Cusseta’s, War King, and all oth- 
“er Kings and head Warriors in the lower Creek 
“Countrey, in Behalf of yourselves and the whole low- 
“er Creek Countrey, by your Talk at the Coweta’s the 
“20 Aprill last which you sent down to me, declared that 
“you were convinced it was your Interest to stand true to 
“your old Friends the English, and that the Day never 
“should come that you would not hold them fast, and keep 
“to the old strait Talks as long as the Rivers run and the 
“Sun shines, and breaths white on them.”’ 


“And by a Talk sent me from the Oakchoys by the King 
“of that Town and most of the Head Men and Warriors 
“they say that nothing but Peace shall be in their Land, 
“that they would hold fast by the English and wanted 
“nothing but Trade, that they would never hurt a white 
“Man and if any Mischief was done they would soon put 
“every Thing Right. And all your Head Men of both 
“Countreys that have been at Savannah to see me for these 
“nine or ten Months past, since I came here, every one of 
“them promised to keep the Path strait and white between 
“Us, and that the Traders should go safe to your Coun- 
“trey, be so while there, and return back in Safety. And 
“all the King’s, Head men and Warriors of the upper 
“Creek Countrey by their Talks of the 30" of Aprill and 
“170 of May say-you have all agreed to hold fast by the 
“English, and that you want nothing but Peace and 
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“Goods; and that without our Help you Would soon come 

“to Want and Poverty, for you had been at the French 

“Fort and they themselves told you they could supply you 
(sic) 


“with any Thing.— And after all this, for your People to 
“Kill a Trader going up to supply you with Goods at your 
“own earnest Request; and for Etomah, at the South- 
“ward, to kill three of Senior Mill’s Children, were base 
“unmanly Actions, and a Breach of all your old Treaties, 
“and of all your solemn Promises and Engagements to 
“me; And I doubt not but you will be sensible of this, and 
“convince me of your Sincerity by punishing the Offend- 
“ers, as People who are not worthy to be called Creeks or 
“looked upon by you. You say you are all very much 
“concerned about Thompson’s Murder, and that it is in- 
“tirely against your Will and Knowledge, and that it 
“troubles you much that any of the white People’s Blood 
“should be spilt by you; but how can I believe this or trust 
“you, after all the Treaties, Talks, and Promises, I have 
“had from you already, unless you do something or other 
“to convince me of the Truth of what you say; and that 
“you are our Friends.— You may have mad unruly Peo- 
“ple amongst you, but you know that I know very well it 
“is in your Power to punish them— I have here mentioned 
“some of your own Talks and Promises, and such as I 
“am sure you will perform, and by your Behaviour in this 
“Case shew Us, and your own Countreymen, and every 
“Body else, that they don’t tell Lyes; but that you are 
“honest and good Men and true Friends to the English.— 
“Your Observation is very right that the Cherokees want 
“to draw you into their Snare and Quarrel, but you must 
“see the Distress they are in, and know your own Interest 
“better than to listen to them and their Lyes; for the Eng- 
“lish do not want to fall upon or hurt the Creeks, as the 
“Cherokees have falsely told you: and I depend on the 
“Promise you made before, and repeat again now, that 
“you will not suffer them to spoil the Path on this side of

The Consideration of the Conduct and Behaviour of 
M! Grover the chief Justice which had been postponed for 
some Time past was this Day resolved to be proceeded 
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upon; and the several Entries in the Minutes of the Pro- 
ceedings of the Governour in Council of the Thirteenth 
Day of July and the sixth Day of October 1761; And of 
the Eighth Day of March, the twenty seventh Day of 
May, and the seventh Day of June 1762; also the chief 
Justice’s Warrant of Detainer against Piles dated the 
fourteenth Day of June last, and the Petition of John 
Tuke, addressed to his Excellency, by Alexander Wylly 
his Attorney, dated the ninth Day of August, and the Af- 
fidavit of the said Wylly of the sixth Day of September 
last, in Support of the said Petition; were all severally 
read and maturely considered: And his Excellency de- 
sired the Opinion of the Board upon the above Matters, 
Whereupon the several Members present declared that it 
appeared to them, and they are unanimous and clear in 
Opinion that M* Grover’s Conduct and Behaviour as 
chief Justice has been and is dishonourable, partial, arbi- 
trary, illegal, indecent, and not consistent with the Char- 
acter, Duty, and Dignity of his Office; And are also Unan- 
imous in Opinion that the said M* Grover is unworthy of, 
and not fit to be continued in, the Office of chief Justice of 
this Province; and that it will be for the Honour and Serv- 
ice of his Majesty, and of this Province, that he should 
be suspended until his Majesty’s Pleasure be known there- 
on.
